An application by Mrs. Ma Coldwell’ fer 
a full hotel licence in respect of Ross's Hotel, 
Kingstown, was opposed by Mr. Vincent ; 
Rice, K.C., and Mr. Joseph healy (instructed ' 
by Mr. 'T. V. Davy, LL.B.), on behalf of the 
Licensed Grocers’ and Vintriers’ Association 
and a. parishioner. 
Mr. Martin C. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. 
George Gavan Duffy (imstrueted by Messrs. 
Crowley, Bolger and Cusack) appeared in 
support of the application, on behalf of Ross's 
Hotel. Mr. D. O'Flaherty, solicitor, ap 
peared for the State. 
Mr Maguire said that the application was 
for a full hotel licence as understood by the 
Act of 1902 The premises for which the 
licence was sought were a very comprehen- 
sive property on the sea front, and were 
equipped as well as the best railway hotel in 
this country. Ross's Hotel had full accom- 
modation for a first-class business. 
Improvements had been effected in the last 
two years that were a credit to the pro- 
prietors, and helped to improve hotel accom- 
modation in this country—what was badly 
needed. In that period a sum of about £7,000 
had been spent on the hotel, and no efforts 
had been spared to make it comfortable for 
visitors, The hotel had a wine licence already,

The appellant gave evidence that he kept 
thirty-two eows, and was a! member of the 
Cow-Testing Associations He syperintended 
the’ milking of thé ‘cots on the morning in 
question, and knew fhat the milk was uot 
tampered with in any way.

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APPEAL AGAINST A JUDG- 


MENT DISMISSED. 


ne THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The arguments were concluded in the case 
of Waller v. Millar and Beatty, Ltd., in which 
an application was made, by way ‘of appeal, 
for an order setting aside the judgment 
tered by Mr. Justice Hanna for the defen- 
jants at the trial, before him and a city 
gecia! jury, on the ground that the judge 
vas wrong in entering judgment for the de- 
fendants on the findings of the jury. 

“The action was brought by the plaintiff, Mr. 
Thomas B. Waller, secondary teacher, of 
St. Catherine’s avenue, South Circular road, 
Dublin, to recover damages, laid at £5,000, 
for personal injuries alleged to have been 
sustained by him through the negligence of 
the defendants, or the driver of their motor 
the plaintiff's motor 
evele at Kilmainham on October 20, 1924, at 
850 o'clock a.m. The jury found that the 
accident was the result of the joint negligence 
of the driver of the motor lorry (Ashmore) 
and of the plaintiff. The jury had not 
answered questions left to them as to the in- 
dividual negligence of either party being re- 
sponsible solely for the occurrence; and Mr. 
Justice Hanna had declined to leave the ques- 
tion to them as to whether the defendants 
driver, by the exercise of reasonable care, 
could have avoided the consequences of the 
Jaintiff’s alleged negligence. 
. From the amass it appeared that when 
the plaintiff and the driver came in FE 2 
each other thev were going at a considerable 
speed, and that immediately before the 
collision the plaintiff, on his motor cycle, 
swerved round to avoid the lorry. k

The Court, dismissed the appeal. with costs, 
being unanimously oí opinion that it had not 
been established on behalf of the plaintiff 
that there was anvthing which the defendant 
ould have done to avoid the collision, which 
he failed to. do. While recognising the 
difficulty of framing appropriate questions 
tor a case of the kind, they also held that 
the questions had been properly left to the 
jury by the judge in his discretion.

GRATUITIES CLAIM. 


COURT WITHOUT JURISDIC- 
TION. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTIGE MANNA AND 
; MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The arguments were concluded in two) 
appeals from Circuit Court Judge McElligott. 
In one the appellant was Philip O'Sulliven, 
Coolroe, Kilmallock, the respondents bein 
the Limerick County Council. The oneal 
was against a dismissal of a claim for £71, 
balance of a superannyation gratuity of £550 
granted by Kilmallock Board of Guardians 
to appellant, ‘who had been employed as van- 
driver and ploughman. He claimed the sum 
as payable in pursuance of the Limerick 
County Council scheme, under Section 8 of 
the Local Government Act, 1919, and the 
Local Government (Temporary Provisions) 
Act, 1923. It appeared that the County 
Council declined to sanction the superennua- 
tion granted by the Guardians, and plaintiff 
breught an action, which was dismissed in 
the Circuit Court. 

The other appeal was by a man named 
Naughton against a decision of the same 
judge, dismissing his claim for £142, balance 
of a gratuity of £440 granted to him hy the 
Kilmallock Guardians on the abolition of -his 
position as ambulance driver. 

The Court. held that, as a dispute existed 
between the parties as to the liability of the 
Limerick County Council to pay this money, 
the jurisdiction was exclusively that of the 
Local Government Department, and the Conrt 
had no jurisdiction to deal-with it. The 
appeal should be dismissed, with costs.

IRISH JOCKEY’S 
AFFAIRS. 


A SPANISH BAD DEBT. 


Charles Edward Ringstead, professional 
jockey, who appeared for public examination 
at Scarborough Bankruptcy Court yesterday, 
returned liabilities £384, owing to un- 
secured crediters, assets £55, and deficiency 
' Ringstead, who is aged 37, stated that he 
had been a professional jockey for 20 years, 
riding for different stables, both at home and 
abroad. From 1917 to 1920 he was in partner- 
ship with a gentleman at Dublin, carrying on 
business as bloodstock and insurance broker. 
For three years his earnings had not exceeded 
£10 a year, owing to his inability, from want 
of capital, to attend race meetings and get 
riding engagements. He had also received 
£50 for newspaper articles. He returned six 
had book.debts totalling to £578. The major 
portion was due to him, he said, by a Spanish 
Marquis, who had broken his contract. The 
British Consul had helped him in trying to 
get the money, but without success.

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health. With Coughs, Colds and Chills ever 
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talley man held a revolver up to his face and 
the smaller man went through his poekets 
and took all the money in his possession— 
the company’s money and his own £5 7s. 6d., 
which was in & brown leather purse. 

The men then ordered him to remain in the 
entry for ten minutes, but he did not remain 
five minutes there, and when he turned into 
Pimlico he saw the two men going towards 
the Coombe. He was abeut two hundred 
yards from them. When he got to the corner 
of Coombe street he lost sight of them. His 
statement added thai he raised no alarm 
whatever in the street. 

When told that the witness was not satisfied 
with his statement, as he had found out some- 
thing contradictory, the defendant said: “I 
am quite sure J did net leave my office until 
10.25 a.m. That was the first time I left the 
efice. I say I was in Reynolds's public-house 
te get change this morning. I changed a ten- 
shilling note, but I did not have a drink, as I 
do not drink so early in the day. I believe I 
looked at the clock, and it was 10.25 a.m.” 

Patrick Reynolds, Marrowbone lane, said 
that on the 9th inst. the prisoner came to his 
public-house between 9.30 and 10 a.m. He 
had two drinks. one alone and one with a 
man named James Arthurs. Witness thought 
that the defendant left the shop about 10 a.m. 

James Arthurs, Allingham street. stated 
that on the Sth inst., ‘‘ between 10 a.m. and 
after 10,’’ he met the defendant, who asked 
him to have a drink, and they went to 
Reynolds's. 

The accused man was further remanded on 
hail until the 29th inst.

CONVICTION IN DUBLIN CASE, 


Michael Hyland, Dodder View cottages, 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, was found guilty of hav- 
ing, on@the 17th April last, shot at Edward 
Keenan, a Dublin police officer, with intent 
to maim him or to prevent his lawful arrest. 
He was put back for sentence. 

After a nolle prosequi had been entered 
in the ease of two men named Charles Cooney 
and Robert F. Moran, who were also charged 
in connection with the shooting, both men 
refused to give evidenee on oath and were 
committed for cantempt of Court. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for the State, at the 
outset of the procéedings, intimated that the 
police were not proceeding with the charge 
against Moran and Cooney, as it might be 
possible that when they came out that night 
with Hyland they did not know that he was 
armed and did not anticipate that, if he was 
challenged by the police, he would turm on 
the police and shoot at them. The men 
aroused the suspicion of three policemen on 
bicycles, and when they were challenged they 
spread out and ran away. The police fired 
after them. Hyland stopped, turned round, 
and, producing a revolver, said that if they 
advanced’ he would shoot them. He dis- 
charged several shots at the police, and, un- 
fartunately, the Guards’ revolvers jammed, 
and they were in the unfortunate pofition of 
being unarmed. Cooney was arrested then, 
and Hyland and Moran a short time after- 
wards. 

Inspector Brennan gave evidence that when 
charged in Donnybrook police station Hyland 
made a statement to the effect that he was in 
Kingstown at the time of the alleged shoot- 
ing. Cooney and Moran also made state- 
ments. These were read to Hyland, who 
pointed to “ooney and said: “ You made that 
statement to save yourself and your friends. ” 
To Moran he said: “ You made the statement 
to save yourself.”’ 

Counsel for the prisoner Hyland put for- 
ward the plea that the three men, Moran, 
Cooney and Hyland, were shadowed by 
detectives, who had not the appearance of 
policemen, and who, for all they knew, might 
have been “ gunmen.’’

BOY WHO KILLED FATHER WITH 
HAMMER. 


A bov named Edward Byrne, of 2 Church 
avenue, was put on trial for the manslaughter 
of his father, Michael Byrne, on the night of 
Saturday, the 28th November last. 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuting, explained 
to the jury that the deceased wag a man of 
violent temper who did not get on well with 
his wifé. He was also addicted to drink, and 
had been drinking on the evening of the 26th 
November. When he went home he made 
threats concerning his wife, who was not 
there at the time, and talked about cutting 
her throat if she did not live with nim. He 
beat the boy Edward and put him out on the 
street. The boy went to the Bridewell 
to make a complaint, and = when 
he returned home e found that his 
father had left the house, taking his 
danghter Agnes, aged two years, with him. 
Later in the evening the boy and his mother 
waited outside Mary Street Picture House till 
his father came out. They wanted to take 
the child from him, but the deceased man 
struck his wife and made an attempt to strike 
the boy, Edward. The boy pulled a hammer 
aut of his pocket and (as he explained after- 
wards to the police) struck his father in self- 
defence and to protect his mother. 
' Evidence was then given of the deceased 
man’s attitude towards his wife and children, 
which ouleningias in the squabble outside the 
street Picture House.

200,000 VISITORS YEARLY. 

Ninety per cent. of the visitors to the Free 
State came through Kingstown, and fully 
200,000 visitors came through the port every 
year. Under no circumstances would Mrs. 
Coldwell propose to have a public bar. There 
was only one other licensed hotel in Kingsy 
town, which, according to the last census, 
had a population of 17,500. 

In the development of the tourist industry 
in this country there was a crying necessity 
fer a hotel which would give such accom- 
modation as this hotel would give. Kings- 
town was the gateway to this country and 
the centre of the tourist traffic in Wicklow, 
and if they were to take the development of 
the tourist traffic seriously they ought to 
begin by licensing Ross’s Hotel. 

Mrs. M. Coldwell, the applicant, said that 
she was the largest shareholder in the com- 
pany and was managing director, residing on 
the premises. It was a private family com- 
pany. In the season they had from sixty to 
eighty guests on an average, and there was a 
turnover of about £10, a year. It was a 
disadvantage not to be able to supply liquor, 
“ei with meals 

Mr. Rice, answering Judge Dromgoole, said 
that numerous shops and dairies in Dublin 
The licence was «btained 
on payment of a nominal fee. This was one 
of the things inquired into by the recent 
Liquor Commission, and the wine licence, “as 
now existing, probably would be abolished by 
legislation in the near future. 


“ BUCKING UP ' NEEDED. 

Sir Thomas Robinson said that he had 
lived in Kingstown for the past thirty-five 
vears and had been Chairman of the Urban 
Council. Kingstown was a very good tourist 
centre and had been greatly develoved during 
the last fifteen years. He knew Ross's Hotel, 
which was excellently conducted, extremely 
comfortable and attractive, and beautifully 
situated. It was a first-class hotel and a 
credit to the town. He thought that there 
was need for a licence for this hotel, and it 
would help the tourist industry. 

Mr. John M, Devitt, Chairman of the 
Kingstown Urban Council, and a director of 
the Tourist Association, said that Ross's 
Hotel was an excellent one and required 
a licence. It would assist the development 
of the tourist traffic. He thought that if 
they were ever to improve the tourist traffic, 
their hotels should have the same facilities 
as hotels in other countries. The Tourist 
Association took the view that hotels in this 
country needed to be ‘* bucked up.” He had 
no imterest in the hotel, but was interested 
in the welfare of Kingstown as a tourist 
resort. '' Personally,’’ he concluded, ‘‘I am 
a temperance man. 


TOURIST DEVELOPMENT. 


Mr. J. P. O’Brien, Secretary, Irish Tourist 
Association, said that there was a special 
necessity for this licence, owing to the 
absence of the Royal Mail Hotel, which had 
a licence. About 200,000 persons arrived at, 
or left, Kingstown every year. 

Mr. Ernest Manger, traffic manager in Ire- 
land of the Great Western Railway Company 
of England, said that as a cross-Channel 

ort Kingstown was the first in Ireland. 

‘here was a very big tourist traffic. Ross’s 
was a first-class hotel and very comfortable. 
but there was one objection. 

Mr. Maguire—What is that?

MAJOR AND THE POLICE 
MOTOR “ TRAP.” 


Major Edward Connolly, Castletown, Cel- 
bridge, Co. Kildare, appealed against a con- 
viction and fine of £4, imposed upon him by 
Mr Collins, K.C.,:0n the 6th May, 1925, for 
d: iving a motor car in the Phenix Fark at a 
speed exceeding 20 miles an hour. 

The appeal came before Judge Dromgoole 
on November llth, when he allowed the case 
to stand to the present sittings, in order 
that counsel should argue the case on the 
following two points :—-(1) Is the accused 
man entitled to be shown the “trap ” which 
the police had at the time of the offence? 
and (2) Is the accused man entitled to be 
shown the signals given by the police when 
timing the speed of a car? 

Mr. Joseph Healy (instructed by Messrs. 
W. G. Bradley and Sons) appeared for the 
appellant and the Royal Irish Automobile 
Clab. Mr. Cecil Lavery (instructed by Mr. 
D. O'Flaherty) represented the State. 

The case having been argued, Judge 
Dromgoole said that. he could not see for one 
moment what the objection was to showing 
Major Connolly~the place where the distance 
was taken. He saw no public policy in re- 
fusing such a reasonable request. AÁ person 
charged the absolute right to test dis- 
tances, and to know how signals were given 
and the. time taken betwen one policeman 
and another.

RAILWAY TRIBUNAL. 


BRITISH CLASSIFICATION OF 
MERCHANDISE. 

At yesterday's sitting of the Free State 
Railway Tribunal, during the consideration 
of the proposals made by the Great Southern 
Railways as to the classification of mer 
chandise, 

Mr. Ingram’ (Department of Industry and 
Commerce) mentioned that every one of them 
had been influenced by the fact that a 
British classification had been submitted to 
the Tribunal. They understood that that 
classification had been very scientifically pre- 
pared, and they had referred to it now and 
again. He noticed that on the provisional! 
programme for the British Railway Retes 
Tribunal there were proposed modifications 
and alterations of that classification down for 
consideration. That meant that they should 
not take the British classification, as they 
had it, as final. 

The Chairman (Judge O’Brien)—i do not 
think that we have. 

Mr. Elliot (Great Southern Railways)—in 
the same way as this will not be final . 

The Chairman—Each item is receiving 
attention in accordance with the section of 
the Act. 

Mr. Selfe (Free State Railway Traders’ 
Committee) said that several modifications 
had already been accepted in the classifica 
tion. 

the (Chairman said that they would watch 
with interest any modifications they might 
make, 

When dealing with the classification of 
drapery it was urged by the representative 
of that trade that a modification should take 
place in the proposed classification. He 
pointed out that the drapery railed in Ireland 
could not compare with that sent in England.

SURGEON’S EVIDENCE AT 
COMPENSATION INQUIRY. 

At yesterday's meeting of the Depart 
mental Committee on Workmen's Compensa 
tion evidence was given by Dr. Pugin 
Meldon, certifying surgeon for Dublin City 
under the Factery and Workshops Act. 

He said that a very considerable interval 
elapsed—often months—before a patient 
applied for a certificate. By that time most 
of the signs and symptoms would have dis- 
appeared. He also found that workmen 
usually presented themsélves for examihation 
without any previous notice. As they often 
lived some considerable distance away and 
were usually in poor health, he did not like 
to have them call again, and made the ex 
amination at inconvenience to himself. ‘hat 
fact, combined with the quite inadequate 
fee of 5s., made these cases not an unmixed 
blessing. 

He approved of the extension of the Work- 
mens Compensation Act to cover any injury 
or disease and not a particular disease specific 
to a particular employment. He also spoke 
of the high value of first aid in all large 
factories and works. 

With regard to boys and girls entering 
factories, he said that he had power to 
examine only those between the ages of 14 
and 16. He could only pass or reject them. 
It would be a great advantage if the age 
for examination were extended to 18 years. 
He often found that bovs and girls greatly 
improved after a few weeks in the factories. 
For that reason he advocated a probationary 
period, at the end of which these young 
people could be re-examined as to their fitness 
for the work. 

The Committe adjourned till next Tuesday 
at 4 p.m.

IMPROVEMENTS SCHEME DELAY. 

When Dundalk Harbour Commissioners had 
submitted before them yesterday a letter 
from the Ministry of Industry and Gommerce, 
stating that their application to “guarantee 
their scheme for the improvement of the 
Dundalk Harbour was receiving attention and 
that a further letter would be sent without 
delay, 

Mr. McGahon said that this matter was 
dragging on far too long. The inquiry by 
the Government’s Advisory Committee had 
been held four months ago, and he suggested 
that they should ask Mr. Peter Hughes, 
Minister for Defence, to see the Minister re- 
sponsible and hurry on the scheme. lhey 
hoped to be able to commence work shovtly, 
but as yet they had not got the ground upon 
which to work. i 

Mr. Wiliams said that he saw in the 
papers that the Government was setting up 
a Commission to inguire into the working of 
the various harbours in the Free State. and 
this might have some bearing on the delay. 

Mr. McGahon said that he had seen this 
statement, but he believed that the scheme 
would not affect them. If a Commission were 
set up it would take the best part of twelve 
months. The Dundalk Commissioners had 
spent thousands of pounds in getting their 
Act of Parliament to enable them to do the 
useful and necessary work which was pro- 
posed by the Board, and surely the Govern- 
ment would not have allowed them to spend 
all this money if they contemplated making 
any material change. 

It was decided to request the Minister for 
Defence to uiterest himself in the matter. 

At the same meeting a letter was read 
from the London, Midland and Scottish Kail 
way Company stating that special inquiries 
were being made into the application of the 
Harbour Board for further eraneage facilities 
at George's quay, ahd the matter would be 
dealt with at once. 

Mr. MecGahon said that it seemed as if 
all the big bodies were moving too slowly 
for the Harbour Commissioners of Dundalk. 
(Laughter.) He suggested that the railway 
company should be informed that if they 
erected a crane it would be taken over in the 
event of the development scheme going on 
at a valuation.

TRANSFUSION. 


BELFAST TRAM CONDUCTOR’S 
£900 DAMAGES. 


£900 damages were awarded in the High 
Court, Belfast, yesterday, in an action, heard 
before the Lord Chief Justice and a special 


avenue, Belfast, tram conductor, claimed 
damages against William Jellie, Railway 
street, Lisburn, motor “bus proprietor, for 
personal jnjuries received ‘owing to the 


defendant and his servant in the manage- 
ment and control of a motor "bus on the 2nd 
May last at Lisburn road, Belfast, in con-- 
sequence of which the plaintiff was knocked 
down and suffered the amputation of his 
right leg, being permanently disabled. For 
the defence, there was a denial of negligence. 
Defendant further pleaded that the plaintiff 
was guilty of contributory negligence. 

The accident happened near Marlborough 
Park. The tram passengers had all left the 
car, and the plaintiff was in the act of 
changing his trolley for the return journey, 
having his back to the ‘bus, when the "bus 
struck his right leg at the knee and also at 
the calf, knocking him down. He bled pro- 
fusely, and was conveyed to the Royal 
Victoria Hospital. There his wounds were 
treated, but, gangrene supervening, portion 
of the leg had to be amputated. He was 
at the point of death, but was saved by a 
transfusion of blood. He was nineteen weeks 
in hospital, and Surgeon Irwin had advised 
that he would have to get another portion of 
' the leg amputated. 

The Attorney-General, for the defendant, 
saia that Baillie, the driver of the ‘bus, was 
passing on his right, owing to there being an 
obstruction on his left. He gave due warn: 
ing, but, unfortunately, Farker took one or 
two steps backward, when the left front 
dashboard of the ‘bus hit him and knocked 
him down.

The importance of co-opération between 
Capital and Labour was referred to by 
Mr. Philip O'Connell yesterday at the 
annual meeting of the Institute oí 
Bankers, in the Bank of Ireland, Dublin. 

The depression which had fallen on the 
country would not be removed, he said, 
until employers and employés recognised

In the annual report it was noted that, 
despite stagnation in trade, the balance 
sheets of the banks indicated their strong 
position.

THE REPORT. 
The annual report stated : ‘ Irelahd has not 
escaped the genera] depression from which the 
trade bf the world in general is suffering ; this 


prosperity of the country during the pas 
year. Adverse trade balances have becom 
general, and with trade in a stagnant state it 
is remarkable that the balance sheets of the 
banks indicate their continued strong position. 
A detailed” study oí ‘these balance sheets 
reveals this stability and further show the 
efforts made by the banks to aid in the 
revival of trade, for, notwithstanding con- 


totals of loans and advances are noticeable. 

“The unemployment prevalent in all 
countries has had its evil effects here, and 
this problem, coupled with the high rate vf 
taxation, presents a serious cose difficulty, 
which will 
gress can be expected. 

“Labour and industrial disputes have been 
common during the year, and, among others, 
the Shannon scheme, from which so much 
was hoped for, has been considerably ham- 
pered theretiy. 

GOOD HARVEST. 

“An unusually good summer brought in 
its train a harvest better than that ex- 
perienced for some years past, and this should 
serve to improve the general outlook. 

“The political situation is, fortunately, 
clearer, than it has been for some years past, 
but the economic and financial difficulties of 
the country will only decrease when such an 
understanding is established between organised 
labour and capital as will permit of profitable 
and competitive production. High rates of 
Wages are at present ‘serious obstacles to a 
general economic or industrial revival.” 

The report added that during *the past year 
the Council had lost by death several valued 
members, among whom were Mr. Joseph 
Todhunter Pim, a director of the Bank of 
Ireland; Mr. W. P. Cairties, a director of the 
Bank of Ireland; Rt. Hon. Lord MacDonnell 
of Swinford, a director of the National Bank ; 
Mr. James R. Bristow, senior director of the 
Northern Banking Company; Messrs, H. L. 
Dowd and W. B. B. Graham, Bank of 
Ireland; N. B. Alton, National Bank; W. R. 
Brown, Northern Banking Company; and 
D. J.°O’ Nolan, late of the Ulster Bank, Ltd.

CAPITAL AND LABOUR. 

Mr. Philip O’Connell, proposing the adop- 
tion of the report, said that the Secretary 
had placed before: them the economic position 
of the country in a very concise manner. He 
regretted the passing away of so many of 
their members, who would be a big Joss, not 
only to the Institute, but to the commercial 
life of Ireland. 

The depression which had fallen can the 
country—and which was common to every 
other country—would be removed only by 
a better understanding between employer and 
employe, and only when both recognised that 
they were inter-dependent. So far as he 
could judge in agricultural districts, the 
labourer was realising that he would have to 
give a better return for’ his wages, and the 
farmers were realising that they would have 
to keep up the wages to a point that would 
enable the labourer and his family to live in 
a tair staridard of. comfort, 


He would be very sorry to see wages again’ 


reduced to pre-war standards, but at the same 
time he would expect from ljaboyr an ample 
return for the wages, otherwise’ the cost of 
production could not be cut down. Unless 
that was done they could not compete with 
other “countries, where labour’ was cheaper 
and more efficient, 

He thought tnat a good deal of the unrest 
in the Labour world had been caused by the 
extravagant living of employers during the 
fat years of war, when farmers and tradesmen 
generally made large profits, and expended 
them on luxuries in an extravagant fashion. 
Then when the workers were called on to 
take less wages they pointed out that their 
employers were living sumptuously, and that 
if wages were reduced they should go back 
to the standard before the war. 

THE BANKS’ WORK. 

As regards the banks, he felt that they 
had done their duty during the years of de- 
pression which started in 1920, and they gave 
credit wherever it was deserved. A good 
many expected credit who had no idea of 
making credit reproductive: who were ex- 
travagant in their habits, and who did 


not . deserve it. The bank with which 
he “was concerned refused no  reason- 
ablé: application for accommodation, and 


he felt sure the same could be said of other 
banks. The man of energy, the man who 
understood his business, and was capable of 
making the loan reproductive was always 
accommodated. 

Mr. Hill seconded the motion. 

The Chairman (Mr. Joseph X. Murphy, 
Governor, Bank of Ireland), declaring the 
motion adopted, said that he congratulated 
the Institute on its success, particularily on 
the large increase in membership. They 
regretted the loss of many valuable members, 
including Mr. Barrington Jellett, who was one 
of their Vice-Presidents and Chairman of the 
Royal Bank.

MAN WHO :BOUGHT RACE- 

HORSE ON £4 15/- SALARY. 

Transactions with bookmakers and the 
purchase of a racehorse—Love Is Blind— on 
an income of £4 165s. per week were described 
in a statement which, the police stated, had 
beer made by Stanley Dring Campion (26), a 
collector, employed by the Stoke Newington 
Borough’ Council, who was arrested in 
Ireland. ms ' 

Campioh appeared oh remand at the North 
London Police Court, charged with stealing 
from the Council three sums, totalling over 

He was committed for trial at the 
Central Criminal Court. 

James Thomas Harris, the Stoke Newington 
Borough Accountant, “produced the rate 
receipt book used by the accused man, and 
said that for three of the counterfoils there 
were no corresponding entries in the daily 
cash sheets. 

“I have made an investigation into the 
state ‘ of Campion’s account,” added Mr. 
Harris, ‘‘and Í find the total deficit, as near 
as possible, is about £7,530.”’ 

Detective-Inspector Page read the statement 
referred to, in which the accused said that he 
had been employed as a cashier by the Council 
at a salary of £200. When a rate collector 
left he was permanently appointed to the 
latter's position, and in anticipation of a rise 
of approximately £100 per annum he increased 
his personal expenditure. 

é Just after Christmas, 1924,” continued 
the statement, “I was introduced to a book- 
maker, or racing tipster, named Thomas 
Moore, of Park avenue, Golders Green, by a 
lady friend. I told Moore exactly what my 
position was, and explained that it was 
necessary for me to raise money to cover my 
defalcations.’’ 

Having referred to the purchase of the 
racehorse, the statement continued: ‘‘ Alto- 
gether Moore had obtained from me approxi- 
mately £2,500. I can account for another 
£1,000, but I would involve the lady friend 
who introduced me to Moore.... I was 
living extravagantly at this time and spending 
money without thought, as I was in such a 
position that I anticipated exposure at any 
moment. Consequently I made up my mind 
to abscond.” 

The statement went on to say that on 
June 6 Campion had about £1,000 in his 

ssession. He went to a friend at Walham 
jreen, and told him that he wanted to get 
out of England. This friend introduced him 
to a friend at Youghal, in Ireland, and he 
and this man started a business together. 

The Town Clerk of Stoke Newington stated 
that, on behalf of the Council, he did not 
accept the truth of certain parts of the state- 
ment. 

The accused man was returned for trial, as 
stated.

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 
ChITICISED. 

Monaghan Agricultural Committee has de- 
cided to adhere to ita decision to appoint a 
vwihole-time Secretary, notw ithstanding a letter 
from the Department of Agriculture, stigest- 
ing that there was insufficient work tor a 
whole-time officer in the secretaryship. Many 
members criticised the Department severely 
at the last meeting of the Committee, the 
Chairman. (Senator Toal) ‘stating that deci- 
sions unanimously reached by that Committee 
should not be upset by the Department. 

rhe Rev. P. Mulligan moved, and Mr. EF. 
Brady seconded, that the Committee should 
adhere to their original decision. 

Mr, E. Kelly pleaded for a better working 
spirit between the Department and the agri- 
cultural committees in the country. The De- 
partment recently seemed to over-rule them in 
everything, but they should fall into line 
1ather than dictate to the people. They 
should realise that rt was within the power 
of the people to turn them out. 

The Chairman questioned whether the De- 
partment could be turned out, but he thought 
that matters would be eased if the Council of 
Agriculture were re-established 

Mr. Johnston, who was present, represent- 
ing the Department, having dealt with the 
issue before the meeting, said that the De- 
partment had certain responsibility, as they 
contributed a substantial sum of the tax- 
payers’ money. 


Mr. James Johnston, a member of the Com. | 


mittee, said that the ratepayers’ money and 
the taxpayers’ money was a distinctidn with- 
out a difference. They were the direct repre- 
sentatives of the ratepayers. The -Depart- 
ment seemed to look upon them as a sort of 
atitomatic machine to register their wishes. 
but they, as the peoples’ representatives, 
knew more oí the peoples’ os ain than the 
officials of the Department ‘‘ sitting around a 
splendid table before a splendid coal fire in 
Dublin.’’ 

Major E. J. Richardson said that he 
thought that the Department were getting 
a jot of abuse that they did not deserve. He 
was not so sure that the Department were not 
right in the attitude which they adopted re- 
garding this appointment. 

Mr. F. Duffy said that the Department 
seamed to look upon them as a lot of school- 
boys who were not able to carry out their 
own affairs. 

Mr. Kelly pleaded for a better spirit be- 
tween the Department and the committees, 
and on the motion of the Chairman; seconded 
by Mr. Murphy, it was decided to ask the 
Department to call together the Agricultural 
Couneil.

It is natural that in a first recital the young | 
violinist should have wished to prove her 
technical competerice. For.that purpose the 
MacKenzie work was well -chosen. Ever? 
kind of difficulty is worked: into the violin 
part of the Suite—every variety of bowing, 
double-stopping at all sorts of awkward in- 
tervals, fingering in advanced positions, mix- 
ture of harmonies, with cane arpeggios of 
natural notes, and brisk alternations of 
przzicato and arco passages. In accomplishing 
all these things Miss Davin proved that she 
would pass an advanced examination with 
high marks, ' 

Musically, the Suite was dull. The violin | 
part would go well with organ accompamn 
ment, but the transcription for pianoforte 
was colourless. Miss Dina Copeman, the 
pianist, had better scope in John Ireland’s 
Sonata in D'miínor for violin and piano, which 
contains lovable music. effective for both in- 
struments. Lhe pianoforte part was given 
cleanly and sympathetically, and in tempera- 
ment and sense of interpretation, Miss Cope- 
man seemed to be rather ahead of her partner.

Central Heating. 


Tí it had fallen to Mr. G. K. Chesterton 
to compose ‘the Athanasian Creed, he would 
havé included among things in which it is 
necessary to believe not merely the wine- 
bottle, but the coal fire.

Its mystery will be granted at the outset.

OVER-PRODUCTION. 

From:a legislative point of view, however, 
the subject needs careful handling. In no 
industry can over-production be so ruinous 
as in the creation of money; there is no need 
to go back very far, even in modern history, 
for proof of this. We have an instance ready 
to our hand in the present plight of France. 

Then there are other ways in which the 
currency can be mismanaged. A classic ex- 
ample of this is the chaotic state of affairs 
in the. United States in the ’eighties, caused 
by the Bland Act, a measure ostensibly 
framed to set up a bimetallic currency, in 
which silver would rank equally with gold. 
The real purpose behind the Act, however, 
was political, and politics have always mixed 
badly with finance. The Act was really a 
sop to the: silver interests, principally the 
Western mine-owners. The net result was 
to load thé Treasury vaults with millions of 
unwanted and unissued silver dollars. China, 
of course, is another glaring instance of cur- 
rency legislation gone awry. The tael is not 
one tael, but several taels. 


MR. BLYTHE'S SECRET. 


However, although we have not yet been let 
into. the secret behind yesterday afternoon s 
announcement in the Dail, the mystical word 
“token” is sufficient guarantee that nothing 
more revolutionary is being proposed than 
that a profit which at present accrues to the 
British Treasury should be diverted to 
Dublin. ' . 

There is no mention of gold or notes in 
the short title of the bill. There is, there- 
fore, no necessity. for alarm that Irish finance 


“will have to shoulder the burden of support- 


ing its own exchange rate against a heavy 
visible adverse trade balance. It is well 
known that’ nickel, ‘silver and bronze coins 
are not worth their face value; currency 
purposes would be served e ually well if 
they were paper, but small change in that 
form would not be sufficiently durable. 

It is obviously to the interest of the Govern- 
ment that it should produce half-crowns for, 
say, one shilling, and sell them to the bankers 
and. the public at their face value. In the 
absence of further details it appears, at first 
glance, as if the Government has awakened 
to. a situation of which the other self-govern- 
ing Dominions have long been cognisant, and 
of which they have profited, and the introduc- 
tion’ of a bill to short-circuit this profit into 
their own pockets is a shrewd move.

DECISION OF SCOTTISH

The aged Dr. Axham, who was suspended 
from medical practice for assisting the 
manipulative bone-setter, “Sir Herbert 
Barker, has been reinstated by the Royal 
College of Physicians at Edinburgh. 

The proeéedings were held in “private, 
and at the close the following communi7a- 
tion was made to the Press :— 

That the College, having on the 7th day 
of May, 1912, determined, on good cause 
shown, that. Frederick. William Axham, a 
licentiate of the College, of Morden, -Dollis 
Park, Church End, Finchley, London, N., 
should be suspended sine die, and. deprived, 
until the said suspension is removed. or re- 
mitted, of ail the rights and privileges which, 
as a licentiate, he enjoyed—it, is. now re- 
solved by the College, on proof submitted, 
that the said Frederick William Axham has 
abstained for the last five years from the 
practices which led te his suspension, and 
will not resume them; that the said suspen- 
sion be removed as from this date. The re- 
solution was carried by a majority. 

It is stated, says the Press Association’s 
Edinburgh Correspondent, that the effect 
of the resolution will be that Dr, Axham 
can now apply to the General Medical 
Council to have his name replaced :npon 
the list of medical practitioners,

His fees never exceeded two 
guineas, and were frequently nothing at 
all. For three months he gave his services 
free. 

SIR H. BARKER’S SUPPORTERS. 

It is recalled that in December,. 1921, 
an appeal to the Prime Minister “ for 
conferment upon Mr. H. A. Barker” of 
some substantial recognition of his ‘work 
was signed by Sir Henry Morris, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Royal College of Surgeons ; 
Sir Alfred Fripp, Surgeon-in-Ordinary to 
the King ; Sir Arbuthnot Lane, Consulting 
Surgeon to Guy’s Hospital, and Sir Bruce 
Bruve-Porter. 

The recent refusal of the Council of.the 
Royal College of Surgeons of England -to 
reinstate Dr. Axham is to be raised in the 
House’ of Commons. It is stated that, 
although the decision was carried by a 
majority, an influential section of the 
Council recommended the restoration ol 
the diploma.

CRISIS. 


BADLY HIT BY FALL 
IN PRICES, 


“HIGH CURRENCY. 


NEW METHODS MAY 
BE USED: “ 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own Corresponpent. 


COPENHAGEN, Tuesday. 

- A serious crisis in Danish > agriculture 
is engaging the attention of the Danish 
Government. According to farmers, politi- 
cal leaders, and Government experts, with 
whom I have talked, it is indicated that 
the present crisis is not due to any wrong 
system of agriculture, but is caused by 
unavoidable circumstances, such as high 
production costs, high taxes, rentals, and 
high salaries;-and decreasing export re- 
turns, due to the Danish currency’s in- 
creasing. value. 


GERMAN MARKET RUINED, 

So far. as Denmark is concerned, the 
German market is ruined, and the Eng- 
lish market for Danish goods is at present 
very poor, chiefly owing to fierce Colonial 
competition. 

A hundred years ago, after the 
Napoleonic wars, Denmark’s agriculture 
faced a similar crisis, from similar causes. 
Then, however, the most important export 
article was corn, and oversea countries 
eventually brought such fierce competition 
that the Danish farmers altered their 
methods, and’ began to produce milk, 
butter, bacon, and eggs, instead of corn. 
With these articles the British Colonies 
wer? unable to compete, and Denmark 
forged ahead. 

EXPERT’S VIEW. 

Professor O. H. Larsen, the Danish 
Government’s chief agricultural expert, 
declares that last month’s reductions in 
prices is tlie most severe blow yet aimed 
at the Danish farmers. He complains 
that the wages are fixed by the trade 
unions on a wrong basis. He points out 
that during the war many farms were sold 
and re-sold at. imcreasing prices, and 
farmers who are now in possession of these 
expensive farms find themselves with 
mortgages .“oo high to compete successfully 
with outside competition. 

Many of these farms have already been 
confiscated by mortgage holders and to 
meet heavy tax payments, Agricultural 
prices generally have:fallen 50 per cent. 
this year in Denmark, vhilst Danish cur- 
rency has increased nearly 50 per cent. 

No legislative efforts are at the moment 
under consideration, but the Government 
is contemplating the introduction of 
several new schemes and methods in order 
to help Danish farming and industry over 
its present crisis.

BRITISH AND DANISH 
SYSTEMS COMPARED. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Tuesday. 

Some interesting figures were quoted by 
Mr. R. J. Thompson, C.B., in a paper 
before the Royal Statistical Society in 
London to-day, when he compared the pro- 
ductivity of British and Danish farming. 
The conclusion arrived at by the ‘statis- 
tical comparison is that the average. out- 
put per 100 acres of agricultural land is 
over 50 per. cent, higher in Denmark than 
in Great Britain, after deducting the 
feeding stuffs, seeds, and fertilizers, which 
contribute to this production. 


DENMARK'S BIGGER YIELDS. 

The explanation’ of this high figure lies 
mainly m the faet that, as compared with 
Great Britain, Denmark carries a heavier 
head of stock in combination with a high 
arable area, and by growing crops on this 
arable area feeds this stock to a greater ex- 
tent from her own 'soil. This is combined 
with a higher yield per acre in the case of 
certain crops and a larger yield of milk per 
cow, and with a larger output of eggs and 
poultry. 

Apart from the question whether costs of 
production are really and effectively lower, it 
is quite possible that the Danish farmer pro- 
duces on the average a higher grade article, 
and thus obtains a higher price, and also, by 
improved methods ‘of marketing and organisa- 
tion, obtains a larger share of this price, thus 
securing a larger average return on his total 
production. 

CAPITAL VALUE. 

It is also possible, Mr. Thompson con- 
tinued, that the Danish farmer on the aver- 
age may be content with a smaller cash 
profit, or, alternatively, may be willing to 
work harder or more energetically to secure 
a similar return. -In this connection the size 
of the farms may have an important bearing. 

In Denmark some 56 per cent. of the culti- 
vated area is in farms of between 37 and 128 
acres. In England and Wales some 53 per 
cent. of the area is in farmis of 150 acres 
and upwards. 

There.is also the factor of ownership to be 
taken into account. ‘The British farmer, on 
the whole, regards his farm as a money- 
making machine, in which he invests such 
capital, labour, and enterprise as he expects 
will give him a cash return comparable with 
what he can get elsewhere. 

The Danish farmer, on the other hand, is 
more attached to his holding and more in- 
clined to look to the average result and to the 
long period increase in the capital value of 
his farm. The mere fact that he is the owner 
encourages him to put more capital, more 
labour, and more enterprise into his under- 
taking over an average of years than the 
British farmer. 

PSYCHOLOGY OF OWNERSHIP. 

On the whole, Mr. Thompson concludes, it 
is the smaller size of the holdings, combined 
with the psychological effect of ownership, 
which is the primary source of the difference 
in the agricultural systems of the two 
countries,

President Hindenburg recapitulated the events 
and failures tha transpired since the 
attempt to form the Grand Coalitien had 
failed, in this connection specially thanking 
llerr Koch for his efforts. He also referred 
to the recent efforts of Herr Luther, and 
declared that if these were now to fail the 
ecnsequences would be such as could not be 
calculated. 

He, therefore, appealed to the parties in 
the name of the Fatherland to make sacri- 
fices, to abandon their party differences, and 
to end the recent Committees. He again 
thanked Herr Koch personally for his efforts 
and for his sacrifices. 

The Party leaders afterwards met in the 
Chancellor’s office and agreed to the Cabinet 
as indicated above.

FINANCIAL REFORM 
BEGUN.

The Times, in a leading article on tha 
French political and financial situation, which 
it describes as remaining extraordinarily 
obscure, observes :—A feeling of anxiety is 
spreading throughout the country, and, while 
Paris remains comparatively tranquil, the 
provinces are obviously growing restive. The 
Radical South and the more Conservative 
North are equally disturbed. In every pro- 
vincial centre, agricultural, commercial or 
industrial associations are holding meetings 
and passing resolutions demanding a reason- 
able and sound and intelligible financial 
policy, and protesting against the endless 
factional strife in the Chamber that is under- 
mining authority and endangering the 
nation’s interests. 

That is an unusual spectacle in France. 
For the most part, the mass of hard-working 
Frenchmen, having done what they con- 
sider their electoral duty, are content 
t» leave politics to the professional 
politicians. The pressure of public opinion 
on Parliament is not nearly so constant and 
regular as in England; but now the country 
is plainly show: “ its discontent. 

Genuine financial reform in France includes 
a large measure of administrative reform, 
particularly in the antiquated Financial De- 
partment. It is possible that the Chamber, 
as at present constituted, may prove un- 
equal to the task. At any rate, the process 
is bound to be uneven and slow. It has 
clearly begun—this complicated process of 
tne re-adaptation of the century-old ‘French 
institutions to modern needs—and, in view of 
the innate conservatism of the French people, 
their capacity for hard work and their pre- 
sert economic prosperity, there need bo little 
fear for the final result.

PREMIER’S STATEMENT. 
BUDAPEST, Tuesday. 

The debate on the bank note case began 
in the National Assembly to-day. 

Amidst tumult from the Extreme Left, and 
shouts of ‘ Resign,’ Count Bethlen, the 
Prime Minister, began his speech, but was 
heard only with difficulty. He said that the 
ascertainment of the facts was not the busi- 
ness of the Government, but of the courts.

THE GOVERNMENT'S PROSPECTS.

BUDAPEST, Tuesday. 

Budapest is prepared for stormy scenes 
when the rational Parliament takes up to-day 
the consideration of the greatest political 
forgery case of modern times. Whether the 
Government will survive, or fall, depends 
upon the vote of confiderce which Count 
Bethlen, the Premier, will demand, following 
his declaration in answer to the interpellation 
from the Opposition parties. Although dukes, 
princes and politicians continue to deny any 
international political significance in the 
counterfeiting plot, preparations are being 
made for all possibilities, and the parties are 
drawing up programmes contemplating big 
changes in the Hungarian Government. The 
overthrow of the Government, Dictatorships, 
Regencies, and new Goverrorships for Hun- 
gary are being seriously discussed among the 
deputies, who are prepared for the stormiest 
sessions in the history of the Hungarian 
Parliament. 

Count Bethlen’s enemies allege that he 
even contemplated asking Parliament to make 
him dictator or governor, while he is at- 
tempting to straighten out the affair. Mean- 
while excitement is raging in neighbouring 
States. It now appears thatthe plotters’: 
first attempt was made with Czecho-Slovak 
crowns. One reason why this plot failed was 
because the contract to engrave the new 
mcney, instead of to litograph it, was given 
to a foreign company, which informed the 
Government. When the plot was diplomati- 
cally and quietly brought to the attention of 
the Hungarian Government, it was ‘learned 
that high police authorities were involved in 
the forgery. 

Yesterday big mass meetings were held at 
Prague, where Parliamentarians denounced 
Hungary, declaring that ““ Hungary’s Fascism 
is leading Europe into new wars.” Other 
oa alleged that, instead of an army of 
20,000, which the Treaty provides, Hungary 
actually had an army of 200,000, constituting 
a danger to her neighbours.

MANY COMPLAINTS. 

Mr. McGilligan said that the inquiry was 
not beiag established to go into other than 
sta.utory harbours, and its scope would not 
include harbours which did not fall into that 
category. It seemed to be the general 
opinkn in. the country that he 
administration of these harbours was 
not all that it might be. Many complaints 
had been made, and it was desirable and 
urgent that these complaints should be 
sifted and the whole question subjected to 
review, 

If the Tribunal made recommendations in 
regard to improvements and in the adminis- 
tration of the harbours it would then be 
for the Dail and the Senate to follow them 
up. The ‘ribunal would have the fullest 
compulsory powers in regard to the collection 
of evidence on oath, inspection of books, and 
in bringing witnesses before it. ‘The Tribunal 
would have all the powers of the High Court 
in this connection. 

It was not an inquiry into the opening of 
new ports, but an inqtiry into those 
operating under statutory authority. Nor 
was the inquiry bound up with the develop- 
ment of new harbours or with the develop- 
ment of transport in its entirety. 

Captain Redmond said that, in view of the 
long list of harbours given, the inquiry 
would be a lengthy and serious operation. 
He pointed out that probably many of the 
harbours were governed by several Statutes. 
He asked whether it was the Minister’s in- 
tention to codify or in any way to subject 
to uniform methods of control and administra- 
tion all the harbours named. Every harbour 
was individual in its conditions and locality 
and in the Statutes that governed it; and 
to set out with the idea that all of them 
should be governed in a uniform method 
would be wrong. In. regard to the Royal 
harbovrs, he asked whether their position 
could be altered by the inquiry. 

Mr. O'Doherty said that. all the harbours 
built out of public money should come within 
the inquiry’s scope.

EARL BALFOUR ON PRIVATE 
ENTERPRISE. 

Karl Balfour was the principal speaker st 
a meeting of the Unionist Workers’ League 
at Edinburgh last night. He reminded them 
tnat the first political meeting at which he 
spoke in Edinburgh was held at the time wi 
Mr. Gladstone’s Midlothian campaign, some 
forty-six years ago. Now they had the setting 
of a political scene which, to Mr. Gladstone, 
would have seemed almost incredible. 


Lord Balfour went on to say that the 
problems presented by the British Empire 
were unigue in the history of the world 


They were divided into three different sections 
-~-the Crown Colonies, India and the 
Dominions. He hoped and believed that 
great progress was being made in the develop 
ment of the Crown Colonies ; but India pre- 
sented an entirely different problem. In 
other places the English race formed the 
majority or the English language predomi 
nated, but in India it was a complete strange: 
to the ways of the people. Free institutions, 
as we understood them, had never been part 
of the national growth of political matters 
in any part of Asia. Therefore, it would 
be a task of immense difficulty to make the 
pattern of Indian Government identical with 
the pattern known in Great Britain, 

@Discussing the problem of improving the 


condition of the people at home, Lord 
Balfour said that all parties agreed that 
there was need of such improvement, but 
there was considerable difference as to the 
means by which it was to be secured. He 
had read, the other day, a letter in a news 
paper, by a man “who said that he would

THE GLASS TRADE IN IRELAND, 
TU THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In to-day’s issue of the lrish Times 
there is a letter on the glass trade in Ireland 
from Mr. J. G. Swift MacNeill which is 
liable to create a false impression. He says: 
"The history of the destruction of the Irish 
glass trade was related by Lord North, speak- 
ing as Prime Minister in the British House 
of Commons on December 13th, 1779.” The 
truth is that the Irish glass trade did not 
really begin to flourish till after this date. 
Its earlier development had been hampered 
by the restriction to which Mr, MacNeill re- 
fers, but this was removed in 1780. The 
Waterford glass, which has gained such a 
great reputation for its beauty, was made in 
a glass-house founded by George and William 
P-»rose in 1783. The following extracts 
from Mr. Westropp’s guide to the collection 
of Irish glass in the Dublin Museum will give 
an idea of the state of the Irish glass trade 
some vears after the time when, according 
to Mr. MacNeill, the history of its destruc- 
tion had been related i» the British House 
of Commons :— 
“ After 1789 large quantities of glass were 
exported from Ireland, chiefly to America, 
th; West Indies, Spain, Portugal, and 
Madeira.’’—(page 61.) ‘‘ Waterford in 1805 
exported nearly 85,000 drinking glasses and 
glass ware, valued at £901, chiefly to 
America. In 1810 the exports of Irish glass 
consisted of 377,190 drinking glasses, all from 
Dublin; 15,236 dozens of bottles and other 
glass ware valued at £16,124. In 1785 it is 
stated that Williams’ glass factory in Dublin 
had as many orders from New York as would 
keep the glass-house at work for a year; and 
in 1788 a record exportation of flint glass 
is stated to have been made to Cadiz by 
Chebsey’s factory at Ballybough Bridge, 
Dublin.’’— (page 62.) i 
If Mr. MacNeill wishes to blame legislation 
for the decline of the Irish glass trade, he 
would be on surer ground if he were to 
attribute it to the duty which, in 1825, was 
placed on both British and Irish glass.—

Mr. Graham (for the defence) said that he 

was under the impression that he had to meet 
a case of cruelty to the calf in putting it into 
the defendant’s cart, but instead of that che 
inspector made allegations against public 
— that they had slaughtered a dying 
calf. 
Defendant said that he was putting the 
calf into a bag when the inspector arrive. 
He told witness that the calf was dying, and 
that he should have it examined by a -veteri. 
nary suregon. Witness explained ibat he 
was taking it to the abattoir, and that it 
would be examined there. 

Defendant further stated that the calf 
passed out of the abattoir sound, and was 
stamped. 

Mr. Hardy, R.M., said that they were 
satisfied that the calf was only in defendant’s 
possession a short time, and also that it was 
not in a normal condition. People who 
bought calves ran great risks, and he would 
advise them to be craeful.. On the whole 
evidence before them they were satisfied that 
there was no deliberate ‘ntention on the part 
of the defendant to treat the animal cruelly, 
and the summons would be dismissed,

OPPOSITION TO ELECTRICITY. 


Opposition continues to be evinced by the 
Waterford Chamber of Commerce to the pro- 
posed electric lighting scheme for the city, 
which is estimated to cost at the outset 
£350 ,000. 

A debate on the question took place at a 
general meeting of the Chamber yesterday. 

Alderman Cassin (President) pointed 
out that their solicitors had been in- 
structed to oppos the scheme at 
the forthcoming inquiry on the grounds 
that the estimated initial expenditure. 
of £30,000 would increase within four 
years to £40,000, of which £11,000 would be 
for machinery and plant, which would have 
to be scrapped when the Shannon scheme 
would be in operation. 

In place of electric light he advoeated a 
scheme of adequate water supply the present 
supply being a menace to the health of the 

eople. 

Mr. D. MacDonald said that a good many 
people doubted whether the Shannon scheme 
would ever materialise; but, shoufd it do so, 
Waterford would be a most suitable place to 
connect up with it. Waterford was not ina 
financial position to adopt «scheme of its own. 

Mr. Denny (Messrs. Denny and Sons) said 
that by reason of its crooked streets and 
lanes Waterford was not suitable for a general 
electric scheme. It would be time enough: to 
have electricity if the Shannon scheme 
eventuated. If it did, his opimion was that 
the Shannor scheme would cost £15,000,000. 

Mr. James Aylward, Vice-President, 
pointed out that every town and city in the 
Free State would be forced by the Govern- 
ment to participate in the Shannon scheme. 
They had no option or choice in the matter. 

Mr. Coppinger advocated waiting until 
loans at a cheaper rate of interest were avail- 
able. 

Only two members out of thirty-two spoke 
in favour of the scheme, which it was decided 
to oppose. 


THE CHURCH OF IRELAND. 


The curacy of St. Donard’s, Strandtown, 
Belfast, and the curacy-in-charge of the parish 
of Drum, Diocese of Clogher, are vacant.
